Worse 
yet (if that's possible) they are "guarding" a so- 
ciety that for the most part couldn't care less.

ASHEVILLE, N.C.: Max Doyle, convicted of sodomy and sentenced to 
not less than 20 nor more than 30 years, appealed his conviction 
in the U.S. District Court for Western North Carolina. Doyle was 
Considered the town nuisance (having one conviction for prostitu- 
tion), well known as a transvestite, and he wore women's clothes

to his trial. At the appeal hearing held on December 5, he was 
ordered released because he had been deprived "of the effective 
aid and assistance of counsel." Federal Judge James Braxton Cra- 
ven called putting the defendant into prison "a little like 
throwing Br'er Rabbit into the Briar Patch,” and he asked: “Is it 
not time to redraft a criminal statute first enacted in 1533?" 

"Is there any public purpose served by a possible 60-year maxi- 
mum or even five-year minimum imprisonment of the occasional or 
one-time homosexual without treatment, and if so, what is it? 
Are homosexuals twice as dangerous to society as second-degree 
murderers, as indicated by the maximum punishment for each of- 
fense? Is there any good reason why a person convicted of a sin- 
gle homosexual act with another adult may be imprisoned six times 
as long as an abortionist, 30 times as long as one who takes in- 
decent liberties with children, 30 times as long as the drunk 
driver, twice as long as an armed bank robber, three times as 
long as a train robber, six times as long as one who feloniously 
breaks and enters a store, and 730 times as long as the public 
drunk?" 

Because the case was dismissed on procedural grounds, Doyle was 
retried in mid- December (this time in a man's suit) and the jury 
acquitted him and set him free after three years in jail. 


ROCKFORD, ILL.: Letters of condolence are reportedly being sent 
to Police Captain George Weir since he became "sickened" upon 
reading a love letter from one homosexual to another, Friends 
report that Weir is recovering nicely and is expected to survive. 


NEW YORK, N.Y.: In a December Redbook interview, Margaret Mead 
stated: "I disapprove of laws that are directed toward the control 
of private behavior. To decree how individuals should or should 
not conduct themselves in private seems to me to confuse the iss- 
ue. For in so doing we are confusing the police power of the 
state with the moral power of religious authorities, who should 
not need the state for support." 

Support of the Catholic Church's position that sodomy should re- 
main a crime was requested of the Commission of Revision of the 
Penal Law and Criminal Code of New York by Charles Tobin, lawyer 
for the Catholic Welfare Society. The Commission (Dec. 1964 DRUM) 
has recommended the abolition of sodomy as a crime. Informed sour- 
ces have indicated that Tobin's plea met with "great resistance," 
and the Protestant Episcopal Church statement was greatly favored. 
"We accept," said the Episcopal spokesman, "the modern sociologic- 
al and psychiatric principles as part of God's continuing and pro- 
gressive revelation about man's nature," 

The Commission will probably make their recommendations to the 
New York State Legislature in February. 


Columbia University professor Gilbert Highet refused to deliver 
a lecture on Virgil because the organization which was sponsoring 
his talk had also sponsored a lecture by Albert J. DeDion, a form- 
er president of the Mattachine Society of New York, Inc. Dr. 
Highet said the sponsoring organization was providing "propoganda 
for homosexuals before an immature student body." This is danger- 
ous, he said, because Columbia students are "eager for adventure." 


HOUSTON, TEX.: "Filth is big business" in Houston, according to 
Vice Squad Lt, J. D, Belcher, after gaining convictions against 
three men "for possessing the type of photographs used in publi- 
cations slanted toward homosexuals." One of the men, a physique 
photographer, had been arrested earlier on charges of proposition- 
ing a young boy at a teen age dance. The other two were arrested 
as they were about to photograph a model in a wooded area of 
Hunter's Creek, According to Houston officials, the local ohscen- 
ity laws are strict when compared to those in other parts of the 
country. There is some possibility that the photographers might 
appeal their convictions to higher courts, 


BERKELEY, CALIF,: About one month before mass riots broke out on 
the Univ. of California's Berkeley campus, the Dean of Students 
refused to permit the showing of Genet's Un Chant d’émour on cam- 
pus. The film, taken from part ‘of Our Lady of the Flouers, deals 
with homosexuality as a means of escape from the repression and 
dreary surroundings of a prison, The film, made 14 years ago, had 
not been shown in the U.S, before this fall. 

In a separate action, Berkeley police officers confiscated a 
print of the film, saying: "The film is obscene, that's all there 
is to it." There was, however, more to it, when the District At- 
torney's office declared it: "Banal, but not obscene." The Rerkel- 


ey- Albany ACLU filed suit on behalf of the film's distributor, 
stating: "There seems to be little doubt that a film of such high 
artistic quality will be held to have the full protection of the 
First Amendnent despite its unusual and controversial subject nat- 
ten" 


WASHINGTON, D,C.: Apparently operating under the ‘assumption that 
"genuine" homosexuals make better liars than non-genuine homosex- 
uals and persons of other sexual orientations regardless of 
whether they are genuine or not, Dr, Stefan D. Possony, director 
of international political studies at Stanford University's Hoov- 
er Institute claimed: "Lie detectors make it easier for homosex- 
uals to get jobs." They also make it easier for humdrum persons 
with little or no sex drive, and communists to obtain employment 
in the CIA and other Federal Agencies. The report, ordered by a 
Congressional subcommittee, said Communists can be trained to 
outsmart the machines and homosexuals who have few guilt feelings 
about their sexual orientation can lie in the tests and not have 
it show, Another side effect of the polygraph, according to the 
report, is a tendency to "weed out the active, all-American, con- 
scientious and virile types most urgently needed as spies. 
These types, as contrasted to the homosexuals, become "uneasy 
when interrogated about their private sex lives." 


Several governments are planning to shift some homosexual person- 
nel from their Washington embassies in response to the prevailing 
mood since the Jenkins affair. Their governnents don't consider 
them security risks, but their presence in Washington has been 
judged “unpropitious" at this time and they will be sent to em- 
bassies elsewhere. 

Andy Choka, the retired soldier who was arrested with Walter Ww, 
Jenkins, was forced to give up his room in the Soldiers’ Home. 


David Carliner, Chairman of the Nat'l Capital Area Civil Liber- 
ties Union said the nation should re-evaluate its sex laws, which 
are based on ancient religious traditions and have no relevance 
today. 


MIAMI, FLA,: The Florida Legislative Investigation Committee 
which had released the "Purple Pamphlet" last year that was sub- 
sequently banned as obscene, has announced a recommendation for a 
new Sexual Behavior Act. The provisions of the act call all sex- 
ual relations outside of heterosexual marriage illegal. There is 
doubt that the committee's recommendations will be given serious 
attention, 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF. Philip J, Hanley, alcoholic beverage control 
director told a Northern California Peace Officers’ Ass'n meeting 
that his department was "almost powerless" to prevent anyone from 
running a bar catering to homosexuals. A California Supreme 
Court decision six years ago clearly underlined the right to run 
a "homosexual rendezvous" and, though Hanley said he was not 
questioning the decision, "it has certainly meant headaches for 
us."

LAST EXIT TO BROOKLY#, Hubert Selby, Jr., 304 pages, Grove Press, 
New York, 1964, $5.00. 


TIME expended some of its most punchy Timese in reviewing a col- 
lection of short stories which it dubbed: "Grove Press! especial- 
iy dirty book for the fall." True to form, Time was not especial- 
ly shocked or put-off, even though LAST EXIT TO BROOKLYN is, 
frankly, shocking and, in places, even off-putting. Perhaps what 
is most shocking about the book is the thought that, by mid-De- 
cember last year, it was already on the best seller list and thus 
stands to be read by many trusting and unsuspecting, average cit- 
izens of our great Republic. 

Will they believe what they see when, after broadmindedly pass- 
ing over pages of very familiar four letter words (modern books 
are nore frank and honest), they encounter strange practices and 
attitudes that they never dreamed existed? How will they react 
when they see a drag queen, a latent cocksucker, or a decaying 
whore really turn on the juice, or see these "degenerate" scenes 
screamingly painted in blood, semen, and vomit? 

Writing a very unorthodox prose that is often distracting, Hu- 
bert Selby, Jr., has indeed thrown a bright pot of paint into the 
face of his public. The fact that the splash has been so great 
is a comment on the shifting mood of our times. 

AST EXIT is a loosely connected collection of six stories 
which take place at various times in the last 20 years in the 
western strip of Brooklyn bordering on New York harbor. Times 
and exact locations are ill-defined, and it is often hard to tell 
whether characters in different stories with the same first names 
are always the same, 

The Queen is Dead tells of the frustrations of Georgette, "a 
hip queer" who is in love with Vinnie, a brutal young hoodlum 
stud who pays her little attention. Georgette's favorite pass- 
times are wearing drag and popping (taking) bennie (benzedrine) 
and staying ever-high. After being stabbed in the thigh by Vin- 
nie--in fun, of course; taking refuge in the apartment of another 
gay drag queen who is providing a flop for a whole bevy of same; 
inviting Vinnie and his rough trade rat pack to a gin and bennie 
party; reciting The Raven to a spellbound room; "eating" Vinnie 
after he drags a rival queen off into the bedroom; she then 
leaves the party, wanders aimlessly, telling herself that she has 
received the love-sacrament she hoped for, that Vinnie loves her, 
and that it "wasn't shit" she smelled on his cock. 

‘The second "gay" story tells of Harry Black, a shop steward and 
lathe operator. He is the total misfit and goldbricker, hated 
and merely tolerated by his fellow workers, He finds a new mean- 
ing to his life when his plant goes on strike and he manages op- 
erations from a small, nearby headquarters. To buy popularity 
and be a big man, he requisitions beer and food at the union's 
expense and even invites Vinnie and his hoods in to drink, free- 
load and witness his importance. ‘Through them he meets Alberta,

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Chapter IV 
A WORD IS WORTH A THOUSAND PICTURES 


Flatter the gay all the time, but remember that the best 
flattery is the hidden or indirect one, the one that can 
take the form of a casual remark or even better, of criti- 
cism, Flattery through criticism works like this: you must 
find fault with some minor traits or details in order to 
show your appreciation of some qualities of which you know 
him to be inordinately proud. Example: 

"Why the hell must you gays dress like that? I'm not 
saying that your new suit is not nice. It's very chic, as 
a matter of fact, and musthave cost you the earth. But the 
coat is too low and it hides your buttocks. Have you ever 
seen Tab Hunter in a bathing suit? He has exactly your type 
of buttocks.” 

Or: 

"Sometimes I wonder why I keep seeing you, why I keep 
wanting to be near you and taking an interest in what you 
are doing. You drive me absolutely crazy with rage. You 
haven't enough self-confidence or perhaps you are just too 
damn lazy. If you relied on your intelligence, if you cul- 
tivated a bit more your natural talent (in acting, singing, 
writing), you would be a terrific success." 

This might annoy him considerably; he might answer back 
rather irritably, and your relations wight become tempor~ 
arily strained. But he will brood over it; he will realize 
that your high opinion of him overrides by far the criticism. 
He will want to discuss the issue with you at great length, 
to offer explanations and he will cowe back to you. 

And remember, in your flattery, to give him something he 
doesn't already have. Praise his defects rather than his 
qualities. His qualities have already been praised thou- 
sands of times and he has become blase about it. The praise 
of his defects will surprise and delight him. 

You should tell a clever, not too handsome gay that you 
like him for his looks, you should tell a bleached blonde 
thut you have fallen for his brains. Tell a mean gay that 
you admire his generosity, a short one that he is a bit too 
tall for your taste but that you like him all the same, a 
clumsy lad that you are very impressed by his aplomb and 
ability to cope with any situation. 

i I have seen it done quite recently to a rather formidable 
gay, tall, statuesque, handsome, clever, tough, cynical, ex- 
tremely competent professionally, financially independent 
and quite capable of looking after himself in the most diff- 
icult circumstances. The type of gay one would have said, 
who is practically uncruisable, who picks up a man he likes 
and then discards him remorselessly when he has had enough 
of him. 

Well, he is now eating out of the hand of a friend of 
mine who tackled him with a, for him, unusual strategy. He 
assumed a protective manner, told him he understood how 
difficult life must be for a lonely, helpless gay, he offered 
him his advice and his support. Although he is much more 
clever and successful than my friend, he swallowed it hook, 
line and jock strap. His attitude made him feel a sweet 
little thing, even physically tinier, and very effeminate: 


Bit thines ha wee neahahly lancine ta ha. nerhaps uncon- 


A bit of psychoanalysis can come in mighty handy in 
cruising. Get a gay to tell you about his dreams and then 
proceed to interpret them for him in a psychoanalytical 
fashion. It will impress him no end. 

You don't have to go too deeply into it. Just flip 
through a couple of simplified books on the subject and you 
shall be able to talk about the unconscious, the subcon- 
scious, repression, transfer, sublimation, the Oedipus com- 
plex, the oral stage (very important to gays), the anal 
stage (a must subject), sexual symbolism and such like ho- 
cus=pocus, Stick to good old Freud, who concentrated on 
sex, and skip the ingenious but distracting variations of 
Adler and Jung. After all you too are concentrating on the 
same thing. 

Psychoanalysis, besides being fashionable, can provide 
you with an easy, smooth, face-saving opportunity of talk- 
ing sex to a gay and finding out his requirements in this 
field. From theory to practice the step can be very short. 

‘A good substitute for talking is writing. Gays simply 
adore to receive letters, especially love letters. They 
are just as proud of them as the Red Indians used to be of 
their scalps. They treasure and keep them forever, often at 
great risk to themselves (and you). My advice here is quite 
simple. Don't write any letters. 

Telephoning is something between talking to a gay directly 
and writing to him. For many gays the telephone has a great 
attraction and you should make lavish use of it with both 
local and - finances permitting - long distance calls. Ring 
them up at the most ungodly hours and from the most unex- 
pected places with the most flimsy excuse or just to say 
good-night and good-norning. They will find it rather ro- 
mantic and will even forgive you for having awakened them. 

Many gays prefer to carry out a flirtatious and even 
risque conversation by telephone rather than in the pre- 
sence of the other man. They are, as I've already said, 
very sensitive to the tone of voice, which can have on them 
a strong erotic effect. Besides, the distance gives them a 
sense of unreality and at the same time of security, which 
can lead them to admissions of their innermost feelings and 
to make promises which, with the cruiser present and ready 
to take then at their word, they would be too shy to do.

CHICAGO, ILL,: Moral degenerates are responsible for spearheading 
the increased crime rate in the U.S., according to FBI chief, J. 
Edgar Hoover. 


PORTLAND, ORE.: City Council refused to approve beer license ap- 
plications for Derek's Tavern and The Tavern because police re- 
ports list them as "homosexual hangouts." The hearing for a third 
tavern, The Harbor Club, was postponed as the owner was reported 
hospitalized. The Oregon Liquor Control Commission could still 
issue 1965 malt liquor licenses, but its policy has been to ad- 
here to the city's recommendations. 


ANARILLO, TEX.: Walter Jenkins’ brother, W. R., has been a member 
here of the FBI for 23 years. 


PHILADELPHIA, PENNA,: Harriet Pilpel, a prominent lawyer in the 
fight for sex law revision called our public attitude towards sex 
"schizophrenic" at the annual meeting of the Greater Philadelphia 
ACLU, She pointed to the differences in attitudes towards women 
and men's sexuality: “If a man looks into a window and sees a wo- 
man undressing, he is likely to be arrested as a peeping Tom; if 
a wonan looks into a window and sees aman undressing, he is 
likely to be arrested for indecent exposure." 


SAN JUAN, P.R.:; Built in 1954, Vega Alta Women's Prison is un- 
questionably Puerto Rico's cleanest, most modern, and best equip- 
ped jail. "It features, among other aids to rehabilitation, spe- 
cial literacy courses, a needlework shop, a beauty parlor," and 
lesbianism, according to the San Juan Star. "Homosexuality is 
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one practice which many girls seem to acquire here," claims Miss 
Crucita Arzuaga Algarin, Acting Director. 


NEWS- ABROAD 


MOSCOW, RUSSIA: Soviet physicians changed the sex of a 27-year 
old male by surgery and hormone treatments, Komsomolskaya Pravda 
reported, The newspaper said a photograph of a mustached man and 
one of a smiling woman were shown as proof of the operation's 
success. 


OTTAWA, CANADA: The Canadian Broadcasting Corp., a Parliament- 
owned network, has had its fund requisition approved despite 
charges that it has presented programs on "sensitive subjects" 
such as birth control and homosexuality. 


TORONTO, CANADA: A private club was forced to call the police to 
quiet two vice squad detectives who became disorderly on the pre- 
mises.

her, and then leave her lying on the carseat covered with blood 


and semen, The last, Landend, is a split running narrative about 
yarious inhabitants of a housing project. 

Uneven, often overloaded, stylistically oddball, and perhaps 
overdescriptive and slimy, this book "says! nothing artlessly. 
Its significance lies in the revolting spell it casts. There is 
no joy in this book, no real pleasure. As an unfailing account 
of loneliness, boredom, and the pus-like lust and brutality that 
erupt from it, this book is near-great. 

Using images of a still-warm pile of shit lying in a sovereign 
solitude in the middle of a housing project elevator, or of the 
charred remains of an unwanted infant in the incinerator, Selby 
delivers up a frightening picture of the aloneness of man, The 
anonymous droppings of someone's bowels and someone's womb say 
the terrible things their owners can't.

Don't tell him too much about yourself and particularly, 
don't ask him too much about himself, about his family, back- 
ground, relations, etc, He will prefer to stay, as far as 
possible, unknown. 

What you can and should hint to him (without forgetting 
the atmosphere of levity which this particular technique 
requires throughout) is that you are happily mated or some- 
how sentimentally and satisfactorily tied up to another gay. 
But why? There are three reasons: 

(a) Gays in love matters, prefer the difficult to the 
easy. If he knew that you were unattached and, as it were, 
at a loose end, he wouldn't be as pleased and flattered by 
the attentions and interest you will be lavishing on him. 

It is always satisfying to one's ego to beat a rival, even 
if unknown. 

(b) The fact that you are already committed offers him 
a guarantee that you will not become a nuisance once your 
brief affair will be over. 

(c) In 95% of the cases he too will be mated or have a 
steady lover. To know that you, by going to bed with him, 
are betraying somebody else will place you on an equal foot- 
ing, This will help him in drowning a feeling of remorse, 
if any, and will encourage the light slightly cynical mood 
in which the affair must be conducted 

Talk about your affair as little as possible, but try to 
be with him as often as possible, keep him busy, take him to 
shows, parties, nightclubs and do your best to amuse him 
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P.S. You need a little amigo in your home! 


Give him frequent presents but all of a small, noncommittal 
nature: a new book, a small piece of clothing, a tiny sou- 
venir of no value but with an amusing significance, and the 
like. 


The You-are-a-bitch Technique 

A bit similar to the preceding one. But here the accent, 
rather than on fun, is placed on sex. Again no commitments, 
no sentimental ties, but on the contrary, a mutual under- 
standing that you both like to make love to each other and 
that's that, To be applied to superficial, unromantic, hard 
and, naturally, highly sexed gays. 

Make no attempt to bring love into it, to idealize your 
relation, to find excuses of any sort to justify your and 
his behavior. With particularly sensual and cynical gays 
you can even underline the sordid, animal like character of 
the affair. He's a bitch, you know it and you treat him as 
such, He'll like it. 

You can also make him understand that you hate him for 
the lust he arouses in you and that you despise yourself for 
not being able to resist it. But the physical attraction he 
exercises on you is much too strong, you can't keep away 
from him, you are kind of obsessed. 

No need to spend too much time with him nor to ply him 
with little attentions. Your role will be that of an un- 
romantic character on whom he cannot rely for anything ex- 
cept for sexual satisfaction, No presents as a rule, but 
after he has already been to bed with you, perhaps a few 
gifts of a sexual nature: drinks to consume when you are 
together, a pastel shirt, frivolous undershorts, physique 
magazines, a shaving lotion you like him to use when you 
are making love. 


The Broken~heart Technique 

A well-tested trick often used by cruisers of a naturally 
melancholy disposition. Works on a great variety of gays, 
including the tender, the sentimental, the motherly, the 
proud, the compassionate, the naive. Recommended in diffi- 
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cult cases. The only snag is that it's not much fun. 

Your approach to your quarry will be very cautious and 
gentle. You will try to endear yourself to him in all sorts 
of little ways, see him fairly often, flatter him discreetly, 
show that you enjoy the pleasure of his company. But at the 
same time you will remain a bit aloof and distracted and 
make him understand that you haven't fallen in love with him 
Behave with as much melancholy as you can possibly display 
without becoming a depressing bore. 

And then, one day, when you have established enough friend- 
ship and understanding between you, you tel] him your lachry- 
mose story. 

There is a terrible tragedy in your life. You were madly 
in love with a wonderful lad and he died. Your heart is 
broken, your feelings are spent, you know that you shall 
never be able to love another gay in your life 

As for himself, the gay you are talking to, you like him 
a lot, asa matter of fact you prefer him to any other gay 
you know, you find his company soothing and you are very 
grateful to him for your beautiful friendship. He needn't 
worry that you might spoil friendship by falling in love 
with him and becoming a nuisance. Love for you is a closed 
chapter. No gay in the world can revive in you the passion 
you had for the dead one, 

His first, almost physiological impulse will be that of 
consoling you. But being, as we have assumed, a gay diffi- 
cult to cruise, he will check hinself. 

But if you keep meeting him fairly often, if you keep 
your pleasant friendship going, you will become for him a 
living challenge on two counts. First of all his pride will 
be irritated. 

"Here," he will think, “is a man who says no gay can make 
him fall in love. Not even me. I'11 show him," 

Then there is that challenge of the "other gay." It is, 
in this particular case, a very subtle challenge, He cannot 
hate him because the poor thing is dead, but the element of 
jealousy will still be present as this nysterious unknown 
entity Still monopolizes all your affection. He cannot em- 
ulate him, as he will know about him only what you will have 
been telling him sparingly. The difficulty of overcoming 
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March solution: Homosexuality is assuredly no advantage, out 10 
is nothing to be ashamed of, no vice, no degradation, it cannot be 
classified as an illness. Freud (From Letter To An American Moth- 
er, April 9. 1935) 
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the obstacle will make the victory even more desirable. 


The Impossible-love Technique 


Another tricky one which should be resorted to only in 
difficult cases. Recommended for rebellious, antagonistic, 
naughty, slightly perverted gays. 

The first idea to convey is that a love affair between 
you two would be mad, absurd, dangerous, immoral. In other 
words inconceivable. 

The second idea is that you quite realize all this, but 
you can't help being desperately attracted to him. 

The third idea is that there is a kind of fate that draws 
you together, a mysterious hand of destiny which thwarts all 
your most determined and honest attempts of keeping away. 

I can think offhand of a few obvious almost natural ob= 
stacles in the way of your love: 

1. You are a priest. 

2, He is a monk. 

3. Your twocountries are at war. 
4, He is straight. 

Cases like that don't occur every day. And so, more of- 
ten, once you have decided that the impossible-love techni- 
que is the best for a particularly difficult case, you will 
have to create the obstacle or to exaggerate the importance 
of a minor, already existing one. 

Once you have established the principle that a love affair 
between you two is quite out of the question, you must show 
to him that the attraction he exercises on you is irresistible 
and that it defies the law, your conscience, moral, social, 
religious conventions and barriers. You can do it by words, 
by action or by both. You blurt out that you are mad about 
him, you make sudden grabs as if you were going to attempt 
to embrace him, but you check yourself in time with a great 
visible effort. You then apologize profusely and beg him to 
forget what you have told him and what you have done. You 
swear you will never do it again and that you shall avoid 
him in the future, 

Naturally you have no intentions of keeping your pro- 
mise, A study of his habits will allow you to bump into 
him again frequently as if by chance. You then explain 
your presence by some coincidence of a rather extraordinary 
character. After two or three such meetings you hint at 
the hand of fate. 

The appeal of the forbidden fruit, the implicit flattery | 
of the irresistible attraction he seems to exercise on you 
plus a touch of “destiny against which it is useless to 
fight" form a very effective combination which proves suc~ 
cessful in many cases. 
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The Slow Technique 


A very long process to be applied only in very difficult 
cases and to very stubborn gays on whom other methods are 
likely to fail. It requires a lot of tact, skill and 
patience. 

If you suggest to him abruptly to come to bed with you, 
211 you will get is a fist in the belly and the end of your 
acquaintance. You must lead him towards it gradually and 
almost imperceptibly. You must induce him to make one tiny 
concession after the other. Each of such concessions, in 
itself, will mean nothing. Added together they will re- 
present his total capitulation, 

Suppose, for example, that he refuses to visit your 
apartment. You don't insist, but at some later date you 
arrange for him to come with a group of friends (start 
sowing some seed by trying to get him interested in some 
problem of interior decorating you have or pretend to have, 
in some records you know he would like to hear, etc.). 

Next time get him to come along to the apartment with some 
excuse (you came out without your wallet, you think you 
forgot to turn the gas out, etc.), and promise it will take 
only a minute, Stick strictly to your promise and make it 
twenty seconds if you can. The notion that he has been there 
alone with you and that nothing improper or embarrassing 
happened will have been established. Next time find sone 
plausible reason, and mention it in a very casual way, for 
him to stay a bit longer. Again behave absolutely correctly 
and give him a feeling of false security. After that he 
will be unable to refuse further invitations without feeling 
ridiculous. 

Proceed in the same cautious, gradual way in your physi- 
cal and intellectual relations. Give his shoulder a friend- 
ly squeeze, drape an arm over it for increasingly longer 
periods, start caressing it absent-mindedly and progress— 
ively increase the area. As for "petting", start with the 
hand only, later give him a brotherly slap on the rump, 
then a hand on the leg and getting nearer to the crotch. 
4e31 him you feel very tired and, while sitting next to him 
on a sofa listening to a record, pretend to go to sleep 
Turn around in your sleep, as if to get more comfortable, 
and place an arm around him in an affectionate, unsexy way. 
Unless he is a hopeless case he will not resent your inno- 
cent, instinctive gesture and will not be cruel enough to 
wake you up and push you away. ‘The principle that he has 
been lying in your arms will have been established. 

Don't Scare him in the beginning by declaring your love 
nor shock him with risque, y talk. If you do it _tact- 
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fully and again very gradually, you can overcome his shyness 
his prejudices, his complexes and drag him almost inadvert- 
ently onto erotic topics. In due course words and actions 
should combine to bring the final result. 


Anal Virgins 

We come, almost automatically, to the question of anal 
virgins. I think we all agree that a large percentage of 
gays don't participate in anal intercourse. What should 
one do if this is of prime importance to you? There are 
three possibilities: 

() Don't force the issue, If by taking the lad's anal 
virginity, you are likely to ruin his emotional life for- 
ever or to Cause him serious pain, trouble or complications, 
then, I think, it would be only fair to abstain. You are 
out to give as well as to take pleasure and not only to 
satisfy your lust at all cost. 

(2) Go ahead. If you feel that, because of his environ- 
ment, anal virginity doesn't mean mich for the lad, that 
it's a passing phase and that, if you are not quick enough 
somebody else will pluck the flower from under your, as it 
were, nose, then I see no reason why you should refrain . 

In such cases anal virginity should not prove too big an 
obstacle. The trick is to treat it as something very triv- 
ial. Make the lad understand that you find.it rather funny, 
although a bit annoying and demode, for him to be so eccen- 
tric. Make him feel slightly ashamed, but without antagon- 
izing or teasing him too much, of being an anal virgin. In 
your role you are a man of the world, you are ready to over— 
look his slight imperfection which, after all, can easily 
be put right. 

(3) Compromise. If "deflowering" a lad might cause a 
lot of emotional trouble and if, on the other hand, you like 
hin too much to leave him alone completely, then the best 
thing is to come to a compromise. Take him to bed all the 
Sane but respect his anal virginity. He will probably be 
proficient] in one or more other methods that more than 
compensate for his one "failing."

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EVERY HOMOSEXUAL IS A POTENTIAL 
FELON IN THE EYES OF THE LAW, AND 


BECAUSE of the virtual unenforceability of the sodomy statutes, 
the arrests and prosecutions that do occur often seem capricious. 

It is difficult to predict what kinds of situations will lead 
to arrest, but since it can happen to you, it behooves all homo- 
sexuals (males especially) to make @ sober evaluation of what 
their course should be when and if arrested. 

Innumerable contacts with persons who have come in conflict 
with the law clearly indicate that such foreknowledge would have 
greatly reduced the adverse effects suffered. . Because they are 
unprepared and have never considered the possibility of arrest, 
many people panic or use poor judgement when so confronted. This 
is natural under the circumstances, but it is more sensible and 
useful to prepare yourself in advance. As someone accused of a 
crime carrying heavy fines and jail sentences as penalties, your 
first obligation is to act in a manner that will minimize the 
adverse effects. 

WHAT WILL HAPPEN 

It is impossible to generalize about criminal procedures as 
they differ widely from one municipality to another, It is best 
to familiarize yourself with local laws, but certain elements of 
the law remain somewhat stable. 

You will be taken to a police station where a record of the ar- 
rest and the charge against you must be reported without unneces- 
say delay. Before questioning you, the police must tell you the 
exact charge, but it is your right under the Constitution to re- 
fuse to say anything that might be used against you later. 

In practice, it is best to refuse to answer all questions until 
you have consulted a lawyer. 

At some time, usually within 24 hours of your arrest, you will 
be taken before a judge, magistrate or justice of the peace whose 
function (again differing across the country) will be to deter- 
mine whether there is sufficient evidence to hold you for trial. 

IT IS ABSOLUTELY VITAL THAT YOU HAVE A LAWYER AT THIS HEARING! 
Proper legal representation greatly increases the possibility of 
having the charge against you dropped or in establishing a firm 
basis for your future trial. 

THE TELEPHONE 

In most municipalities, you have the right to telephone your 
family, friends or lawyer immediately after you have been booked. 

This call should be made to someone who will positively get you 
a lawyer. If this seems impossible, call the closest homophile 
organization (See page 16) and they will obtain counsel for you. 
The Janus Society maintains 24 hour telephone service for just 
such an emergency. 

BRIBERY 

One of the most prevalent abuses of the sodomy laws is wide- 
spread attempts of some police officers (or those impersonating 
officers) to attempt to coerce the arrested party into "paying 
off" in order to be set free. An individual faced with the choice 
between responsible government and saving his own neck is offered 
a dillemma without an easy solution. 

Under no circumstances should you initiate such an offer and 
you should always look upon officers who seem available to be 
bribed with suspicion. Often, these bribes are only the first of 
a series of payoffs that can last through a period of many years 


and amounting to thousands of dollars. Instances have come to 
our attention where officers have openly made payoff suggestions 
only to add attempted bribery to the sodomy charge. If such a 
proposition is made to you, whether or not you accept it, you owe 
it_to yourself and your community to report the matter to the lo- 
cal American Civil Liberties Union or homophile organization. 

Never make an issue of bribery at the time of your trial. No 
good purpose will be served and there is plenty of time later. 

OTHER THAN SODOMY 

You may be charged with a crime vother than sodomy or in addi- 
tion to sodomy such as disorderly conduct, loitering, or indecent 
exposure, The same priciples apply in these cases. 

BRUTALITY 

It is safe to say that the police willnnot treat you like a 
guest in a fine French restaurant, but it is also unlikely that 
you will be beaten or intentionally deprived of your rights. If 
this should happen to you, however, make a note of the officers 
involved and report the incident to your lawyer, ACLU or homo- 
phile organization. Again, do not make an issue of these appar- 
ent abuses at the time of your hearing. 

APPEALS. 

Under certain circumstances, a conviction should be appealed 
to a higher court. In so doing, you may have both your convic- 
tion reversed and establish an important precedent for future 


cases. 
‘SUMMARY 

1- Never resist arrest or be impolite to the officers. 

2- Learn of a qualified lawyer today so that if you need one, you 
will be prepared. 

3- If arrested, make no statements without the specific advice of 
a lawyer. 

4- Have a lawyer represent you at the earliest possible moment. 

5- Appeal convictions when circumstances permi
